Army to cut use 
of civilian 
vehicles by half

A. sharp cut in the use of civilian 
vehicles by the army was announced 
yesterday. In the future, no vehicle 
will be taken for more than three 
weeks’ “reserve duty” every three 
years — barring a state of general 
emergency. This constitutes a cut of 
up to 55 per cent, 

The army has also made arrange- 
ments for drivers who do not hold 
specialized duties in reserve units to 
accompany their vehicles as part of 
their annual reserve duty. 

It is understood that the new re- 
ulations were issued after a host 
of complaints by vehicle owners that 
their trucks and vans were being 
abused. The regulations will also 
answer complaints by owners who 
claim that their livelihoods are be- 
ing affected by arbitrary call-up of 
their vans,

TANANARIVE (UPI). — Partial 
voting returns yesterday showed 
that the Malagasy Republic's Pre- 
mier, Gen. Gabriel Ramanatansoa, 
won a nationwide referendum on 
Sunday granting him full govern- 
tment powers for five years. The 
voting removed from office Presi- 
dent Philibert Tsiranana after a 12- 
year rule, 

Final results are not expected 
until tomorrow, but observers said 
the partial returns indicate a clear 
rejection of Tsiranana, considered 
the prime mover for his nation's 
independence from France, which 
came in 1960.

Hillel Seidel, jeader of his party's

REHOVOT. — <A two-week Inter- 
national course on molecular aspects 
of antigenicity and Immunoglobullas 
spongored by the World Health 
Organization, the International Celi 
Research Organization, UNESCO and 
the Weizmann Institute opened here 
Sunday. 

Emphasis ἰα being placed during 
the course, held under the direction 
of Professor Michael Sela, Dean of 
the Weizmann Institute's Biology 
Faculty and head of its Cell Biology 
Department, on experiments carried 
out by participants themselves. 

They will be utilizing mew re- 
search techniques for elucidating 
basic mechanisms of Immunology, 
allergy, graft rejection and autoim- 
mumological diseases (in which the 
body reacts against [18 own tissues).

differential.

Gradually the 
emphasis changed to include all per- 
sons, newcomers or members of the 
Second ‘Aliya, who fell within this 
broad category. The programme of 
the JDC-Malben has always been 
to enlist help from local authorities, 
generally on a 50-50 per cent basis. 

JOC-Maltben has helped create the 
Association for the Planning and 
Development of Services for the 
Aged in Israel. Some IL35m. has 
been earmarked for this programme. 
This consists of setting up a 112- 
bed home for the aged in Afula, 
which will cost ILSm., and should 
be finished at the end of 1973: con- 
verting two homes in Jerusalem, 
one in Talpiot and the other in 
Batamon, into old-age homes; 
building a 100-110-bed home in 
Safad, which should be completed by 
1975; and building another one in 
Ashkelon, which also should be fin- 
ished within a few years, In addi- 
tion, the JDC-Malben has already 


llturned over its 450-bed institution 


at Givat Hashelosha in Petah Tikva 
to’ the Tel Aviv Mumicipality and 
hag established another home in 
Beersheba. fi 

Some six months ago, JDC-Mal- 
ben moved into the field of helping 
the mentally il. It set up the Adele 
Rosenwald Levy Community Centre 
in Jaffa to serve 100,000 persons. 
“Such a community should re- 
quire 300 beds for its mental pa- 
tients,” Mr. Haber saya, “but under 
our plans for ambulatory care, only 
40 beds were built; so far, this 
‘geemis to serve the needs quite satis- 
factorily.” 

Mr. Haber skips over many of 
the other JDC projects in Israel 
and talks about plans for building 
community centres. 

“They will be veal settlement 
houses like those which once func- 
toned in the U.S.." be says. “They 
will serve as the true focal polnt of 
a community cultural] life. They will 
answer all its cultural needs.” [n all, 
some 80 such centres are planned, 
and some 21 will be in operation by 
1980.

THE SQUEEZE ON OIL 


A New York Times editorial yes- 
terday, commenting on the recent 
negotiations between oil-producing 
countries of the Persian Gulf and 
Western olf companies, said that 
it is evident that “the squeeze on 
oil has only- begun." 

“Shetkh Ahmed Zaki al Yamani of 
Saudi Arabia, chief negotiator for 
five Persian Gulf oil-producing na- 
tions, has said of recently com- 
pleted talks with nine Western ofl 
companies that his aim was “to 
squeeze the golden without 
killing it.” Although details of the 
agreement reached here last week 
have not been announced, it is evid- 
ent that that the squeeze 15 on. 

‘The companies have agreed to 
yield 20 per cemt control of their 
concessions to the producing coun- 
tries immediately, reportedly mov- 
ing to 51 per cent participation by 
the end of this decade. The pro- 
ducer states are said to have agreed 
to pay somewhat more than the 
generally understated book value of 
above-ground installations, but ap- 
parently have prevailed in their in- 
sistence that multibillion-dollar un- 
derground preserves are national 
assets not subject to compensation.

This would 
mean increased dependence on Mid- 
die East sources, higher prices for 
petrol, home heating fuel and in- 
dustriat power and an enormous 
new drain on the U.S. balance of 
payments.

HONGKONG (Ofns). —

the first time in the 26-year-old 
history of the independent republic, 
President Ferdinand E. Marcos creat- 
ed both a shock and an anti-climax. 
Martial law hed long been ex- 
pected as one possible outcome of 
ithe turbulent years of the Marcos 
presidency which began in 1965. 
Even during the calamitous floods 
which struck the Philippines in July 
and August this year, some Phi- 
lppine commentators continued thelr 
attack on martial law, and its sus- 
pected perpetrator, the President. 
For President Marcos, the floods 
carried a different meaning. Moving 
about the countryside more freely 
than he has done in the last two 
years, he saw that the damage 
done by the waters (some of which 
have still not yet receded) had set 
the economy back by anything from 
‘two to five years. And the economy 
was not doing particularly well be- 
fore the waters washed away crops 
and infrastructure. 

Marcos is a man with 2 strong 
desire to give a greater sense of 
achievement and direction to a coun- 
try which has generally followed 
an erratic course in the years since 
independence, never realizing its in- 
herent promise. It 1s" ilkely that he 
saw the floods as threatening to 
wash away his hoped-for place in 
future Philippine history books.

‘But his critics were still looking 
elsewhere, preoccupled with the 
President’s power motives rather 
than his nationalist ambitions, and 
seeing his ambition to be an exten- 
sion of his term of office. The Pre- 
sident gave them cause for their 
worrles. Mrs. Imelda Marcos con- 
tinued to act not only as a first 
lady should, but also as a future 
presidential candidate might. 

The Constitutional Convention, 
elected in 1970 to reform the demo- 
cratic set-up in the country, ac- 
cepted the parliamentary system in- 
stead of the present presidential one. 
Marcos had a great deal to do 
with that decision. So fears revived 
that his aim was to perpetuate his 
power as a Prime Minister. 

‘Fears grew In September when the 
same Convention majority defeated 
8. resolution which, if passed, would 
have had the effect of preventing 
elther Mr. or Mrs. Marcos from run- 
ning the country after the end of 
the President’s second term in 1973, 

Last year, a still unexplained

When a mysterious series 
of bombing incidents hit Manila to 
September, and when Marcos, with- 
out concrete, objective evidence, im- 
mediately blamed the Communists, 
the “next time around” seemed to 
be at hand. 


WIDER EVILS 

Under the Philippines const‘tution, 
only “rebellion,” “Insurrection” and 
“Invasion” are allowable pretexts 
for martial law. So while Marcos 
could have made a case for emer- 
gency powers by citing the coun- 
try’s endemic lawlessness, graft 
and corruption, he could not do so 
constitutionally. So he declared mar- 
tial law. 

Marcos carefully brought all the 
wider evils and malpractices of the 
republic into his justification of the 
deed, thereby obtaining a much 
greater degree of consent than if he 
had merely stuck to the Communist 
menace. In proclaiming martial law, 
he also proclaimed a reforming zeal 
and “a new society." The underlying 
message seemed to be: “Democracy
